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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claim 6 which is drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in Paper No. 14. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancelation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See MPEP 
§821,01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 7-9, 16-27, 32-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by JP 04282400. 

Applicant argues that JP '400 does not teach that the hydrolysate is dried. JP 
'400 teaches clearly that drying" does take place, see page 2, example 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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Claims 1-3, 5, 7-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over JP 4282398 or JP 04282400 taken with JP 04082898 and further taken with Ju et 
al. 

Applicant argues here that Ju cannot be used in this rejection since it allegedly 
does not mention ACE. This is a 35 USC 103 rejection not a 35 USC 102 rejection. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). 

Ju was cited to show that whey protein isolates are routinely hydrolyzed with 
porcine trypsin. Since the art makes it clear that one of ordinary skill in the art would 
clearly have been motivated to use trypsin in such a process. Then it also is established 
that one would have used porcine trypsin since it has a high expectation of success 
since it was used to hydrolyze whey protein as applicant has also done. 

Applicant has not raised any new arguments about the other references. The 
arguments that were raised are above. Applicant did argue though that JP '398 does not 
teach drying the hydrolysate. It is clear from JP '400 and JP '898 that this is routinely 
done by one of ordinary skill in the art in this area (biochemistry). 

Applicant argued that JP '898 does not teach the use of trypsin. The other 
re f erences clearly establish that trypsin is well known to be used in such a reaction and 
that beneficial results using trypsin are obtained. 
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Claims 1-3, 5, 7-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over JP 04082898 taken with JP 4282398 or JP 04282400 and further taken with Ju et 
al. 

The same arguments are applied here as above.
